Facts  about  Europe’s  Unevangelized 

Millions 

There  are  in  eastern,  southern  and  cen¬ 
tral  Europe  approximately  375,000,000  people 
in  need  of  evangelization.  They  are  ignor¬ 
ant  of  the  way  of  salvation  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  They  live  in  these  countries: 
Czechoslovakia,  Poland,  Russia,  Esthonia, 
Latvia,  Lithuania,  Italy,  France,  Spain,  Por¬ 
tugal,  Austria,  Hungary,  Jugoslavia,  Ru¬ 
mania,  Bulgaria,  Greece,  and  Albania. 

The  figure  of  375,000,000  is  reached  by 
deducting  from  the  total  population  of  the 
above  countries  the  very  small  percentage  of 
Protestants  (largely  formal)  and  a  generous 
estimate  of  some  millions  of  those  who  may 
have  heard  the  gospel.  Included  are  the 
Roman  Catholics  in  Germany. 

The  net  increase  in  the  population  in  this 
field  is  about  5,000,000  every  year. 

Ritualism,  Superstition,  Atheism 

These  375,000,000  people  are  chiefly  Rus¬ 
sian  Orthodox,  Greek  Catholics,  Roman 
Catholics,  Mohammedans  (18,000,000),  and 
Jews  (10,000,000).  The  religion  of  the  Rus¬ 
sian  Orthodox  and  the  Greek  and  Roman 
Catholics  consists  of  ceremonies,  supersti¬ 
tions,  prayers  to  the  “saints,”  worship  of 
images  and  icons,  prayers  for  the  dead,  and 
the  worship  of  Mary.  These  false  religious 
practices  and  hopes  made  the  Reformation 
necessary. 

Millions  on  this  field  profess  no  religion 
whatever.  In  large  cities  over  seventy  per¬ 


,  including  10,000,000  Jews. 


cent  of  the  working  class  have  no  connection 
with  any  religion.  Atheists,  communists 
and  Bolshevists  increase.  It  is  stated  that 
25,000,000  Russian  youth  have  never  known 
anything  else  but  godless  atheism.  Yet  even 
among  atheists  our  workers  find  those  who 
respond  to  the  power  of  the  gospel. 

Do  we  realize  that  Spain  has  less  Protes¬ 
tants  proportionately  than  China,  or  India, 
or  Africa?  that  there  are  less  Protestants  in 
Spain  than  there  are  foreign  missionaries  in 
Asia?  Italy  with  a  population  of  42,000,000 
people  has  about  100,000  Protestants,  less 
proportionately  than  Africa  or  India. 

This  field  of  375,000,000  needy  souls  is 
three  times  the  population  of  the  United 
States.  It  is  more  than  twice  the  population 
of  Africa. 

Missionaries  find  Response 
Everywhere 

The  European  Christian  Mission  carries 
on  work  in  nine  countries;  its  missionaries 
find  interest  and  response  everywhere. 
People  are  glad  to  receive  tracts  and  Scrip¬ 
tures,  meetings  in  various  centers  are  often 
crowded,  and  souls  are  continually  being 
added  unto  the  Lord.  Native  congregations 
have  been  established.  In  Soviet  Russia  we 
preach  Christ  through  native  workers  whom 
God  has  used  to  save  many  souls.

In  Voroceviczy  two  women  were  convert¬ 
ed  to  Christ  in  the  past  month  of  April.  They 
had  already  spent  half  their  lives  but  they 
did  not  know  about  Jesus  Christ  as  they 
ought  to  know.  They  belonged  to  the  Greek 
Catholic  Church  but  never  had  heard  a  mes¬ 
sage  about  salvation  in  Jesus  Christ  until  I 
visited  their  village.  When  they  came  to 
our  meetings  they  were  convinced  that  it  is 
necessary  to  repent  and  accept  Jesus  Christ. 

Their  priest  does  not  preach  that  his 
congregation  may  be  saved  through  the 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ  but  says  to  them,  “If 
you  go  to  confession  and  belong  to  the  Greek 
Catholic  Church  and  observe  the  church  cer¬ 
emonies,  you  are  all  right;  and  after  death 
you  will  know  where  you  will  be.”

Responsive  Hearts  in  Spain 

The  couple  mentioned  in  the  cir¬ 
cular  came  to  see  us  last  Sunday.  We 
never  met  people  more  open  in  our 
lives.  The  man,  his  wife,  and  one 
daughter  were  here  and  were  indeed 
very  friendly.  He  said,  ‘I  could  see 
that  you  people  were  just  a  little  dif¬ 
ferent.  My  eyes  tell  me  the  difference.  ’ 
Since  receiving  the  gospel  he  had  com¬ 
mitted  to  memory  many  stories.  He 
could  give  us  the  gist  of  John  3  and  11. 

We  pointed  out  to  him  the  simple 
way  of  salvation,  what  we  were  here 
in  Spain  for,  and  that  we  were  at  the 
disposal  of  the  people  for  their  spirit¬ 
ual  welfare  as  well  as  to  visit  their  sick 
and  so  on.  Our  frankness  greatly 
pleased  them.  The  simple  truths  of 
the  Word  of  God  we  could  see  had  al¬ 
ready  been  accepted  by  them.  Wheth¬ 
er  or  not  they  are  defintely  saved  we 
cannot  tell,  but  we  beleive  they  are 
our  staunch  friends.  We  proposed  to 
visit  them  in  their  own  home  and  in¬ 
vite  the  neigbours  for  a  meeting  and 
they  readily  responded  to  this  propo¬ 
sition.  How  we  do  praise  God!  Natur¬ 
ally  we  still  make  many  blunders  in 
the  language,  but  the  people  can  un¬ 
derstand  us  and  said  nothing  about 
“the  foreign  ellement. ” 

Our  district  has  been  covered  with 
tracts  now.  My,  the  ignorance  which 
abounds!  Last  Sunday  after  this 


family  left  we  went  to  another  poor 
section  and  were  refused  when  offer¬ 
ing  tracts  because  “the  propaganda, 
being  religious,  is  against  the  Repub¬ 
lic.  ”  Such  is  the  wake  of  Rome.  The 
ignorant  consider  all  religions  as  con¬ 
trary  to  republics! 

But  we  are  glad  to  say  that  a  few 
words  of  explanation  about  the  love 
of  God  as  mentioned  in  the  tracts 
causes  many  would-be  refusers  to  be¬ 
come  interested.  If  Spain  is  not  e- 
vangelized,  it  will  be  because  we  have 
refused  to  open  the  eyes  of  the  blind 
so  they  can  see.  And  they  are  blind! 
Some  confound  our  literature  with 
advertisments  for  theaters!

*  prisoners  is  reported  from  Soviet  Rus¬ 
sia.

There  are  villages  without  a  single 
copy  of  Scripture  in  the  language  understood 
by  the  people.

A  Missionary  Trip  in  Esthonia 

On  the  14th  I  went  to  a  village 
where  a  meeting  had  never  before  been 
held;  most  in  the  village  did  not  know 
what  an  evangelical  meeting  is  like. 
About  thirty  people  gathered  at  six 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  and  gave 
whole-hearted  attention  till  the  close, 
that  is,  all  except  a  rich  woman  who 
left  before  the  meeting  ended.  About 
twenty  remained  for  the  aftermeeting 
that  I  might  pray  with  them.  From 
here  I  was  taken  the  next  day  to  an¬ 
other  village.  I  had  meetings  in  the 
morning  and  evening  and  dealt  per¬ 
sonally  with  several. 

On  the  16th  nearly  a  hundred 
gathered  for  a  meeting  in  another 
village.  They  all  listened  attentively 
and  in  the  aftermeeting  many  were 
in  tears,  especially  young  people. 
There  was  real  hunger  in  the  hearts 
of  the  people  here.  They  asked  when 
I  would  return. 

I  went  by  horse  to  Luhamaa.  Dur¬ 
ing  my  preaching  in  the  evening  meet¬ 
ing  a  woman  went  upon  her  knees 
and  did  not  rise  until  she  had  found 
peace  and  forgiveness  through  the 
blood  of  Jesus.  Most  of  the  audience 
remained  for  prayer  in  the  aftermeet¬ 
ing.  I  stayed  here  the  next  day  for 
talk  and  prayer  with  seeking  souls. 
In  a  meeting  in  the  evening  God  again 
saved  a  soul. 

Here  in  Luhamaa  God  has  done 
wonders  through  the  workers  of  the 
European  Christian  Mission.  Many 
have  been  converted  and  now  meet 
together  regularly  in  each  other's 
homes. 

The  Lord  not  so  long  ago  saved  a 


well-educated  young  married  couple. 
The  husband  was  converted  last  sum¬ 
mer  when  we  were  there.  His  wife 
then  began  to  abuse  him  continually 
but  he  bore  all  her  abuse  in  silence. 
She  hated  all  believers  and  threatened 
to  harm  them.  At  Christmas  when 
her  husband  went  to  a  meeting  she 
was  very  angry;  inviting  her  friends 
to  the  house  she  began  to  drink  vodka, 
glass  after  glass.  When  the  man  on 
his  return  saw  his  wife’s  drunken  con¬ 
dition,  he  was  not  angry  with  her  but 
went  away  to  read  God's  Word.  His 
wife  followed  him  and  would  give  him 
no. peace.  Groaning  in  silence  to  God, 
he  prayed,  “0  God  help  me.  I  can¬ 
not  bear  any  more." 

He  looked  in  faith  to  Jesus  and 
not  long  afterwards  her  heart  was 
touched  and  they  went  together  to  a 
meeting.  At  its  close  the  wife  could 
not  keep  quiet  but  wept  and  sought 
grace  and  salvation  from  Jesus.  Now 
this  couple  are  both  joyful  in  the  Lord. 
They  want  to  give  their  lives  entirely 
to  His  work.  In  their  large  house 
they  plan  to  arrange  a  meeting  hall  on 
the  second  floor.  Already  they  began 
a  choir  and  children’s  meetings;  we 
had  the  opportunity  of  singing  some 
choruses  with  their  young  people.

Thanks  also  to  you, 
dear  friends,  who  have  borne  us  up  on 
your  prayers,  prayers  which  have 
borne  indescribably  precious  fruit.  I 
beg  you  to  continue  in  the  future,  for 
we  need  much  prayer.

Doctrinal  Basis 

The  fundamentals  of  the  evangelical  faith 
are  the  doctrinal  basis  of  the  European 
Christian  Mission.

Some  had  walked  all  night 
in  order  to  reach  the  meeting  hall.  Then  they  stood  for  three  hours  and  a  half 
in  the  morning  meeting ,  listening  to  the  word  of  God.  Afterward  they  gathered 
outside  for  another  service ,  and  in  the  evening  many  remained  for  still  another 
meeting. 

Large  meetings  like  this  one  are  often  held  in  other  parts  of  the  field. 
Everywhere  there  are  hearts  hungry  for  God.  For  over  twenty-five  years  He 
has  used  the  work  for  the  salvation  of  souls.  It  is  estimated  that  over  50,000 
souls  have  been  won  for  Christ  since  the  beginning  of  the  work. 

Tndy  the  harvest  among  these  875,000,000  people  is  ripe  for  reaping.  Who 
will  pray  for  them ?  Who  will  give  for  them ?  Who  will  go  to  them  to  gather 
the  preciovs  souls ?
